/In his speech, Castro reported 
to the Cubans on his trip to 
Moscow during which he signed 
a six-year, $3.2-billion contract 
to. sell sugar to the Russians. 


' Castro returned from Moscow 


Thursday. 
.'• Castro described the contract 
as an improvement over Cuba's 
former sugar agreements with 
.the United States, and added: 


"The tragedy of Latin Amer- 


ica is that today products are 
.worth half what was received 10 
years ago, and with that half 
they must buy products from 


i, the United States priced at dou- 


ble that of 10 years ago." 
'. Under the Soviet contract. 
(Cuba will receive 6 cents a 
pound in Russian merchandise. 
The current world market price 
is about 10 cents. 


Castro said Soviet Premier 


Khrushchev "insisted on paying 
us more than 6 cents, but we 
told him that was not just." 


"Khrushchev told me he did 


not want to take advantage"bf 
paying us one price now and 
later another lower one accord- 
ing, to changes in the market," 
Castro said. 


', Castro. offered to lead Latin 
American countries in giving 
economic aid to Panama, which 
he described as "a nation with- 
out economic resources con- 
fronting a country—the United 
States—with all the resources." 
.'_ ;','Cuba is ready to enlarge any 
« 
*)int Latin American fund to 
elp Panama," he added. "Cuba 


also is ready to help Panama 
by herself, even if it implies 
sacrifice. 
. "The history of Panama is 
one of trampling and of arbi- 
trariness. There we have the 
Yankee soldiers shedding Latin 
American blood. They can't ac- 
cuse Communists of that. . . 
'Possibly 'the United States wants 
to solve the Panama situation 
by the classic coup d'etat."

LITTLE ROCK (AP)—Any tax 


Joss Arkansas suffers due to the 
outlawing of the poll tax will not 
be felt until next year. 


Payment of the current $1 per 


person poll tax closed last Oct. 
1. The deadline for paying this 
year's tax would have been next 
Oct. 1. 


Arkansas collected poll tax 


from 633,658 persons last year, 
frith the revenue going to the 
public school fund. 


Gov. Orval E. Faubus is ex- 


pected to call a special legisla- 
tive session to set up a voter 
registration system because Ar- 
kansas traditionally h a s used 
the poll tax for qualification and 
Registration of voters. 


The same special session may 


he asked to enact some kind of 
per capita tax to replace the re- 
venue which will be lost because 
of ratification of Amendment 24 
to the U. S. Constitution. The 
amount has run more than $500,- 
.000 a year for over a decade. 


Public sciiool forces are ex- 


pected to push hard for replace 
ment of the tax. 


It is possible that the legisla- 


ture will attempt to retain the 
poll tax for use in state elec- 
tions by requiring separate bal- 
lots for federal and state offices 
at each election.

tine. 


A representative of the Vir- 


ginia Department of Agricul- 
ture, Maurice B. Rowe, said 
measures have been taken to 
control the beetle which ap- 
peared in the Norfolk and Vir- 
ginia beach area last year. 


The Arkansas State 
Plant 


Board advised Thursday's hear- 
ing conducted by the Plant Con- 
trol Division of the Agriculture 
Department that it would not 
actively oppose the proposed 
quarantine. 


The hearing was described as 


exploratory. 


Melvin C. Tucker, head of the 


Arkansas Plant Pathology and 
Entomology Division, wrote that 
control measures already have 
been, taken to eradicate the 
beetle in that state. 


A spokesman for the Agricul- 


ture Department said most of 
the infected croplands of the 
Southwest have been treated 
with modern pesticides and that 
there is not much crop damage 
from the beetles.

er Bros.; Al G. Barnes & Car- 
son Bros.; Polack Bros. Shrine 
Circus; Gil Gray Shrine Circus;

Circus. 


Did one of those names, in 


particular, sound familiar? Well, 
it should, as the Al G. Barnes 
& Carson Bros. Circus is mak- 
ing its headquarters in Hope for 
the first time this winter. 


What is an elephant cane, you 


ask? No, it not used by either 
debonair or 
crippled 
pachy- 


derms, 
but, rather, by their 


trainers. The canes are about 
one-fourth inch in diameter and 
38 to 40 inches long.

MARMADUKE, Ark. (AP) — 


A imd-afternoon tornado which 
hit the Marmaduke and Rector 
areas Friday, damaging a num- 
ber of houses, barns and two 
hour» trailers, barely missed a 
school filled with 200 students. 


The twister destroyed a house 


trailer at Marmaduke, injuring 
Mrs. Sharon Rippy, 18. The 
trailer was only a block from 
Marmaduke's 
cons o 1 i d a ted 


school. 


Mrs. 
Rippy, 
not seriously 


hurt, was treated for lacera- 
tions and bruises at a Paragould 
hospital. 


After hitting the Rippy trail- 


er and four homes in north Mar- 
maduke, the tornado skipped 
six miles northeastward where 
it hit more homes and barns 
two miles south of Rector. 


The tornado 
next 
touched 


down near Frisbee, Mo., which 
s about 10 miles north of Ken- 
nett, Mo. There were no injur- 
ies reported there. 


In both Marmaduke and the 


Rector area power lines were 
slown down and roof damage 
was heavy. 
/Another vtc?n?.fco was , spotted 
in the air west of Blythevilie by 
a pilot from the Blythevilie Air 
Force Base, but no one saw it 
touch ground. 


The husband of the injured 


woman, Bobby Rippy, 22, said 
he was working on his car near 
the trailer when he saw a car 
wheel and tire "fly by 25 feet 
in the air." 


"I turned around just in time 


to see the trailer blow away," 
Rippy said,. The trailer flipped 
four times, then blew apart "as 
if someone had thrown a stick 
of dynamite into it." He found 
his wife under a pile of debris. 


Mayor W. H. Ahlf of Rector 


said the twister "wasn't too bad 
as tornadoes go." 


Many residents reported the 


tornado was unusually silent, 
not giving them much warning. 


Mr. J. R. Holt of Marmaduke 


said his home was moved four 
feet off its foundation without 
injuring the Holts or their son. 
He said the house was suspend- 
ed about eight feet off the 
ground for what seemed like 
"two or three minutes." 


A neighbor across the street 


from the Holts, Mrs. Irby Mc- 
Clure, 78, said she suffered a 
back i n j u r y when w i nds 
knocked her down in her kitch- 
en. 


Another Marmaduke resident, 


Herb Shelly, returned from a 
trip to Kennett, to find the roof 
still on top of his home, but up- 
side down. 


U.S. Will Not 
Change Policy 
In Far East 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


United States is seeking to 
cushion the impact of the im- 
pending French recogntion of 
Communist China with reassur- 
ances that it will not change 
U.S. policy in the Far East. 


High diplomatic sources mak- 


ing this known today said Sec- 
retary of State Dean Rusk in 
private talks with Japanese and. 
South Korean leaders over the 
next five days will stress Ameri- 
can intentions to hold the line in 
its policy toward Peking. 


Rusk is due to make an im- 


portant policy speech in Tokyo 
next Tuesday in which he will 
restate the American policy of 
supporting the indepenence of 
young postwar countries faced 
with Communist subversion and 
infiltration. 


He was also expected to reaf" 


firm U.S. intentions of honoring 
its treaty commitments to Na- 
tionalist China. 


The hope in Washington is 


that the expected French ac- 
tion will not touch off a wave 
of recognition by other countries 
and upset the balance of power 
in 
the United Nations. The 


United Nations has refused thus. 
far to oust Nationalist China in 
order to seat Communist China. 


The Slate Department 
has 


made clear it regards the 
French recognition move as a 
mistake and simply a reward to 
Chinese 
Communist belliger- 


ence and aggression. 


There is considerable 
hope 


here that the French-speaking 
African nations will not follow 
the lead of Paris in extending 
recognition to Peking. 


This hope lias been fortified 


by reports that the takeover of 
Zanzibar's month-old govern- 
ment by a Peking-leaning leftist 
group has upset other African 
nations. 
, 


Informants said there are in- 


dications that most of the 12 
French-speaking African coun- 
tries in the Afro-Malagasy union 
will 
refrain 
from 
following 


Paris. If they swing in the other 
direction, however, their U.N. 
votes could make a decisive 
change in favor of Peking. 


There are indications here 


that French President Charles 
de Gaulle has advised the Afri- 
can states he does not xpect 
them to follow France's exam- 
ple. 


According to this information, 


De Gaulle has indicated France 
is a strong enough power to 
deal with the Chinese Commu- 
nists, but the former French 
colonies are not. 


Nationalist China has been ad- 


vised by the United States to sit 
tight and not break diplomatic 
relations 
with Paris. It 
is 


doubtful, however, that -Presi- 
dent Chiang Kai-shek will fol- 
low this counsel. 


Rice Future 
Contacts 
Planned 
NEW YORK (AP) - John J. 


Scanlan, president of the New 
York Mercantile Exchange, said 
today plans are being drafted to 
trade rice future contracts. 


He said the exchange hopes to 


begin this trading by March 1. 
resuming an activity that was 
discontinued about 12 years ago 
when, he said, interest lagged. 


Involved will be the buying 


and selling of contracts specify- 
ing the delivery of a certain 
quantity of rice at a specified 
price for delivery at a specified 
future date. The main object, as 
in other futures trading, is to 
help producers and users hedge 
against future price changes, 
Scanlan said. 


At first, only contracts in 


polished rice—essentially an ex- 
port commodity — will be trad- 
ed. But rough rice may be add- 
ed later, Scanlan said. 


Meetings will be held with 


bankers, warehousemen, mill- 
ers, producers and others in 
Louisiana, Texas and Arkansas 
this spring to explain the details 
of the trading, Scanlan said. 


Sees Good 
Economy 
for Arkansas

well as more urgent need to 
protect the public, presumably 
tempted by the price gains.

committee is pushing a bill to 
extend Securities and Exchange 
Commission controls. President

Current opera- 
tions call for $900,000 more in 
appropriations

year starting July 1. 


And SEC Chairman William 


L. Gary estimates that if the 
new powers are granted by 
Congress the SEC may need an 
additional $600,000 in the first 
year of its wider duties. 


These include more super- 


vision of rules under which the 
nation's stock exchanges oper- 
ate and much greater policing 
of the over-the-counter market. 


Public and congressional in- 


terest in the stock exchanges is 
also increased by the reports of 
rising corporate earnings now 
starting to pour in, and by the 
billion-dollar advance in total 
corporate dividend payments in 
1963 over the previous year. 
They hit a record $16.2 billion. 


Glowing predictions for the 


immediate future of American 
business — and, in some in- 
stances, for many months to 
come, also leads many Ameri- 
cans to read the financial pages 
with more interest. 


Arguments between the SEC 


and the stock exchanges cover 
a wide field, many pretty tech- 
nical for the average stock 
owner or buyer. 


They range from the SEC's 


dim view of floor traders—ex- 
change members who buy and 
sell only for their own accounts 
and don't act as brokers for the 
public—to the qualifications of 
brokerage firm employes deal- 
ing with customers. 


Exchange officers will present

Stereo Set 
Just a Gift, 
Johnson Says 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Pres- 


ident Johnson said the expen- 
sive stereo set delivered to his 
home in 1959 was simply a gift 
from old friend Robert G. Bak- 
er. Senate Democratic leader 
Mike Mansfield says this ex- 
planation should end the mat- 
ter. 


But Republicans, sensing an 


election year issue, are press- 
ing this and other facets of the 
Senate Rules Committee's in- 
quiry into the complicated busi- 
ness dealing of Baker, a former 
Johnson protege who quit under 
fire last Oct. 7 as secretary to 
the Senate Democrats. 


"The Baker family gave us 


a stereo set," Johnson said 
Thursday at a White House 
c o n f e r e n c e . 
"We 
had 


exchanged gifts before. He was 
an employe of the public and 
had no business pending before 
me and was asking for nothing 
and so far as I knew expected 
nothing in return any more than 
I did when I had presented him 
with gifts." 


The President 
volunteered 


this explanation a day after the 
Senate committee released tes- 
timony by pon B. Reynolds, an 
associate of Baker in a local in- 
surance firm, who said he sent 
the $542 stereo record player to 
Johnson's home at Baked's sug- 
gestion. 


Reynolds said he paid for the 


set after selling Johnson—then 
the Senate Democratic leader— 
the first half of $200,000 in life 
insurance policies. The insur- 
ance man said he also agreed 
to buy $1,208 worth of advertis- 
ing time on the Austin televi- 
sion station controlled by the 
Johnson family. 


The President made no men- 


tion of the advertising pur- 
chase. 


Asked for comment, Mans- 


field said "the President is to 
be commended for stepping 
right out and answering the al- 
legations and for laying the 
cards on the table. The charge 
has been answered." 


House Democratic leader Carl 


Albert said "the statement 
should stand on its own feet." 


On the Republican side. Sen- 


ate GOP leader Everett M. 
Dirksen could not be reached 
for comment and House Repub- 
lican leader Charles A. Halleck 
declined to discuss the matter. 


But Rep. H. R. Gross, R- 


lowa, who has called for a sep- 
arate House investigation of 
Baker's business dealings, told 
newsmen that Johnson's re- 
marks make it "more impera- 
tive than ever that the Senate 
Rules Committee call Bobby 
Baker, put him under oath and 
ask him whether he paid for 
this record player." 


Gross said the 
President's 


statement "flies directly in the 
face of sworn testimony of 
Reynolds that he bought and 
paid for the stereo."
